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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3, drawn to an optical inspection device, classified in class 356, subclass 
622. 

II. Claims 4-6, drawn to a work holder-positioning device, classified in class 269, 
subclass 50. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as positioning a 
semiconductor substrate in a printing machine. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

In the instant restriction, it is the position of the examiner that even though claim 4 is 
dependent from claim 1, the recitation "a table that has a member to be positioned serving as a 
hub as described in claim 1 placed therein" has not been given patentable weight because the 
recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight 
where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the 
body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process 
steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. Therefore the restriction as set forth above 
is deemed proper.
